Is A Total Loss 


Fire Broke Out at 5:30— 


Teachers and Few Pupils 
There Escaped and Much 
Furniture Salvaged. 


(Special to The Bee.) 


LEXINGTON. Va . Sept 19. — "Cas- 


tle Hall," a military school which was 
to have opened tBSay under the super- 
intendency of Col. Robert A, Burton. 
formerly of JDanville, was- totally des- 
troyed by nre between 6:30 and 6:30 
o'clock this morning. 
• The large roomy, structure, mostly 
wood, at daylight was no more than 
smouldering ruins. It would cost 
$100,000 to replace the building which 
was owned by Washington and Lee 
'University and which held fire insur- 
asce policies totalling $10,000. There 
were no casualties or personal Injur- 
ies. 
The fire burned slowly and it 


gave ample time for the -flve students 
who were there and the full corps of 
teachers -to escape. Nearly all of 
them saved their effects, thanks to the 
tiinely assistance rendered by Wash- 
ington and Lee university students 
who turned out and brought but as 
much of the moveable furniture as 
could be saved. 


The fire broke out !n a wooden an- 
nex which was built years ago for the 
servants' quarters. The colored cook 
and her daughter were asleep in one 
of the rooms and it -was in a small 
chamber immediately above them that 
the blaze -found its incipiency. The 
alarm was quickly given and those 
within the building hastily made their 
escape while the flames communicat- 
ed with, all parts of the structure. It 
was about half an hour before the fire 
jgot » gbo1 hold and when It did this 
the wbole building became a mass, of 
flame and it was not 
before the 


»T^ras"not 
the fire which had a good hold on the 
building by the time it arrived and 
while an energetic fight was made it 
was quickly seen that the fire was be- 
yond control. 
While the full: teaching faculty was 


on hand only flve boarding pupils had 
actually arrived. Fifteen more arriv- 
ed during the course of the day only 
to find the college -where .they were 
to receive preparatory training smoul- 
dering, ruins. The enrollment was to 
have begun; today and classes tomor- 
row. 
Col. Burton was considered to 
have excellent prospect with 45 day 
and boarding pupils' assured and 
r with 
the promise of growing patronage, 
thanks to the-assistance given by the 
larser taniversity here. 


Col.-%Burton appeared deeply affect- 
ed by the flre while Mrs. Burton, who 
has not been well, was almost pros- 
trated. 
Col. Burton- said that while 
at'Danville he suffered a heavy losa 
when the mess hall of the college and 
the residential quarters -were destroy- 
ed a few hours' after commencement 
in. 1921. His second Mg fire came 
one day before*the opening of his new 
schools and with the prospects bright 
for a success. Mrs. Bu.rton suffered a 
•re some years ago and lost a- great 
deal byjt 
. 
, 
Dr. Henry Lewis Smith, of Washing-, 


ton "and Lee, was one of the'first to 
reach the-flre this morning and when 
it was seen that the building would 
be a total loss he offered1 his residence 
to Col. and Mrs. Burton. This after- 
noon Col. Burton is to hold a confer- 
ence with some-friends and it will then 


be determined "hist what will be dona. 
In the meantime the pupil* will • be 
taken care of. although Washington 
and Lee has such a'large enrollment 
that they cannot be lodged there. An 
early'survey of the local situation fall* 
ed to reveal a building, which might 
ge used temporarily as a college. 


Col. Burton formed a stock company, 
early in the Spring, the buildifig being 
rented from the Washington and Lee 
University which offered him the use 
of the university library and the gym- 
nasium. The building formerly was 
a' summer hotel but it was not stn> 
cessful and it was acquired by the uni- 
versity. The first story was. brick and 
the remainder of wood. 
News of Col.

Richard Martin Introduced 
Into the British parliament In 1822 an 
act providing for the "Ill-treatment 
of cattle" and by the force of hln 
personality forced 1U ptoage a§ a 
* Humane «ocletle« throughout Eng- 
land and the Uslted States are observ- 
ing In various forms the centenary of 
the enactment of this first law for 
the protection of animal* from cruel- 
ty, which, for the first time in any 
country, made it unlawful to abuse 
animals. 
"Humanity" Martin, so named by 
King George IV because of his intro- 
duction and support of the law, was 
an intense Irish nobleman with Im- 
mense estates in Galway, where ho 
lived In the manner of a fuedal lord 
when not attending parliament in 
London. 
He was a man of infinite personal 
courage and a duelist of note. But 
with his courage and dueling procliv- 
ities was a genuine Irish humor, wild 
and turbulent at times. He always 
was a lover of animals and disliked 
ill-treatment of them as Intensely as 
he loved the animals themselves. 
After introducing his bill. Martin 
was asked to withdraw it so that it 
could be amended and Introduced at 
the following session. 
Speaking in 
opposition, one opponent declared he 
could not see why. under the terms 
of the bill, a punishment should not 
be affixed to the boiling of lobsters 
and the eating of lire oysters. 
To all opposition Martin replied 


with- more vigorous support and made 
a strong appeal at the second reading. 
After his appeal, a vote was taken 
and the "ayes" stood 29 against 18 
"noes". The bill passed Its third, 
reading in the house of commons June 
7. 1S82. 
To Martin also belongs the credit 
for the first conviction under the law 
he fostered. Martin himself appeared 
as complainant against a driver who 
had mercilessly beaten a donkey. The 
animal was dragged Info court before 
the judge and Martin so Impressed the 
court with the evidences the donkey 
bore of its masters cruelty that the 
driver was found guilty, much to the 
surprise of the many onlookers who 
had crowded into the courtroom. 
Less than a year after Martin's 
death at Boulogne, France, in 1834, 
his original act was amended and 
bull and bear baiting and cock fight- 
ing were prohibited throughout the 
British Isle. . 
While credit is given th« Great and 
General Court of Massachusetts, in 
1641, for passing an act declaring that 
"no man shall exercise any tyranny 
toward any brute creatures which 
usually are kept for the use of man", 
Martin's act is recognized as the first 
law expressly forbidding ill-treatment 
of animals. 
Two years after the passage of the 


act. Martin and some of his friends, 
realizing the law would be valueless 
without proper enforcement, organiz- 
ed the Society for the Prevention of 
CruelCy to "Animals, Queen Victoria 
later giving her approval to the addi- 
tion of the word "Royal" to the title. 
From the society originated first tte 
American Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals and later the 
State societies.

cost of each.
